WILLIAM SHIFTS 
BLAME FOR WAR.

PLANS FOR BRINGING 
WILLIAM TO JUSTICE. 


London, December 1.—The formal 
abdication of the German emperor 
caused surprise in England. It had 
been supposed on the strength of 
the announcement made by Prince 
Maximilian, of Baden, while chan- 
cellor, and the reports of the Berlin 
council of soldiers and workmen's 
delegates that William Hohenzol- 
lern had abdicated before he left 
Germany for Holland. 

The abdication of the former Ger- 
man crown prince was accepted 
qhere as a fact on the same basis, 
but it is now believed that Fred- 
erick William has not relinquished 
his claims to the throne.

Groom Near Death 
In Auto Accident 


Fredamont Thompson Is 

Now Dying ‘at Grady 
Hospital and Bride Is 
Painfully Injured--Driver 
of Car Under Arrest. 


After having been married 
six hours, Fredamont Thompson, a 
carpenter, 54 years old, who, ac- 
cording to the police, was on his 
way home with his wife, was fatally 
injured and his bride badly bruised 
Sunday night near the corner of 
Whitehall and Brotherton streets 
when they were struck by an auto- 
mobile which was driven by F. 8S 
Buesse, a chauffeur, 19 years old, 
of 87 Trinity avenue. : 

The driver stopped his machine, 
it is said, and ran back to the in- 
jured couple, where he found that 
Mrs. Thompson had received only 

few bruises, while her husband 
was in a dying condition. The in- 
jured man was taken to the Grady 
hospital by Buesse, where physi- 
cians stated that he had only a few 
hours to live. He was suffering 
from a fractured skull and other in- 
juries. : 

Buesse, a short time after the ac- 
cident, went to the station house 
and surrendered to the police. He 
was held under a $1,000 bond on 
the charge of reckless driving. The 
police say he claimed that the ac- 
cident was unavoidable, asserting 
that the couple stepped directly in 
front of his machine, which he was 
driving at a slow rate, and that 
because of the wet pavement he was 
unable to stop the machine’in time 
to prevent the accident. 

At the hospital the woman stated 
that they had been married only 
six hours, and they were on their 
way to 31 Kast Fair street, Thomp- 
son’s home, when the accident oc- 


curred. Some time later Mrs. Thomp- 
son left the hospiel. 

According to Miss Minnie Blalock, 
who conducts a boarding house at 
81 East Fair street, the marriage 
took place there Sunday afternoon. 
Miss Blalock stated that Mrs. 
Thompson, who was 24 years old, 
was formerly Miss Julia Matthews, 
and that her mother was opposed to 
he marriage, because Thompson 
as much older than the bride. 


Four Doughboys 
Disperse Mob 
Of Thousands 


Mob Was Wrecking Shops 
in Esch, Luxemburg, Be- 
cause Soldier Had Been 
Overcharged—28 Shops 
Destroyed. 


With the American Army of Oc- 
cupation, December 1.—Four Amer- 
ican soldiers dispersed a mob of 
thousands at Esch, after it had 
wrecked twenty-eight shops in re- 
venge for the overcharging of 
Americans. Most of these estab- 
lishments were conducted by Ger- 
mans, The loss is estimated at be- 
tween 4,009,000 and 7,000,000 francs. 

The trouble began when a sol- 
dier was charged 2 francs for a 
eake of chocolate and the same 
amount for an apple. The Luxem- 
burgers, who long have protested 
against high prices, resented the 
overcharging of their ‘“deliverers.” 
They entered the shop, destroying 
its contents. 

Someone raised the cry to wipe 
out all German establishments, and 
the mob soon grew to thousands, 
who began systematic destruction. 

A department store owned by a 
Hollander was wrecked, and he re- 
ported his loss to his government. 
other 
than Germans, whose property was 
attacked. 

The anti-German spirit was su- 
perseded by ordinary mob enthusi- 
asm, an the destruction finally 
was extehded to the shops of Lux- 
emburgers themselves. 

Two American lieutenants who 
arrived while the campaign of de- 
struction was at its height called 
upon four enlisted men to arm 
themselves with broken boards and 
disperse the crowd. The soldiers 
shouted to the excited men and 
women to go to their homes, and 
accepting 
the command without question. 


‘Good Old Tiger’ 
Londoners Shout 
At Clemenceau 


London, December 1.—Marshal 
Foch, M. Clemenceau, the French 
premier; Vittorio Orlando, the Ital- 
ian premier, and Baron Sonnino, the 
Italian foreign-minister, were re- 
ceived by Premier Lloyd-George, the 
Duk of Connaught and other high 


officials on their arrival in lLon- 
don this afternoon. Troops lined 
the route to the French embassy, 
where M. Clemenceau was immedi- 
taken, to the hotels’ where 
the others are staying. 

All the members of the party 
were enthusiastically received, but 
Marshal Foch came in for particu- 
lar attention in this direction. Hun- 
dreds of Americans on leave aug- 
mented the roaf after roar of cheers 
for Foch as he drove over the 
streets. The marshal had his hand 
at salute almost constantly. The 
cheering was punctuated frequently 
with the cry of “good old tiger’ for 
Clemencean. Trafalgar Square and 
other vantage points were ‘black 
with people. ,

Membership of the New 
Board, Which Will Have 
Charge of Atlanta Sys- 
tem, Will Be Determined 
Wednesday. 


There remains but one day be- 
tween this and the day on which 
the voters of Atlanta register their 
votes either for or against the pres- 
ent regime in the city school system. 
At 7 o’clock Wednesday morning the 
polls will open for the casting of 
ballots in the general city election, 
and for the first time the people of 
this city will exercise their right 
under a democracy to vote directly 
for their choice of men for members 
of the board of education. 

The right to vote directly for the 
members of the board of education 
was given the people of Atlanta by 
the last general assembly upon the 
insistent demand that was made for 
the privilege by aroused citizens 
and school patrons, and this demand 
was the outcome of the sensational 
investigation that was held by a 
special committee of council after 
charges of “kaiserism,” “politics” 
and “inefficiency” had been hurled 
against the school board and mem- 
bers of the school department. 

Charges Are Sustained. 

The investigation resulted in a re- 
port of the special committee to 
council that all the 
charges had been sustained, and a 
recommendation that the board of 
education be reduced to five member : 
(not including the mayor and chair- 
man of the school committee of 
council), instead of ten, as at pres- 
ent. also that these members be 


selected by the people and not by | 


council as is now the rule. 


The recommendations of the spe- 
cial committee, of which Councilman 
Claude Ashley was chairman, were 
embodied in the new school law. un- 
der which the board of education for 
next year will operate, and under 
which five men will be élected on 
December 4 as members of the new 
board, 

Having become aroused by the 


sensational testimony brought out 
during the scnool investigation, 


when stories were related by teach- 
ers, principals and pupils oconcern- 
ing the deplorable conditions that 
had developed in te hpublie school 
system under the management of 
the board of education and those in 
charge of the schools, the parents 
and school patrons of Atlanta seized 
the opportunity presented them by 
the new law and immediately took 
steps ‘to form an _ organization 
through which suitable men could 
be chosen by the parents of the 
city, and elected by the voters of the 
city to the new school board. 
Association Organized. 

The first step toward accomplish- 
ing the above end was the forma- 
tion of the Atlanta School Improve- 
ment association, an organization 
composed of the school improvement 
societies and parent-teacher ‘organ- 
izations at each of the city schools, 
and a number of prominent school 
patrons and other citizens who 
were interested in the educational 
institutions of Atlanta. 

Edgar A. Neely, a prominent at- 
torney and patriotic ciuzen of the 
city, was chosen chairman of the 
Atianta School Improvement. asso- 
ciation, and the next step‘in the 
plan to overthrow politics in the 
management of the schools was the 
appointment of an executive com- 
mittee, composed of prominent men 
and women, one from each ward in 
the city, whose duty it became to 
urge the school patrons in the vari- 
ous wards of the city to hold meet- 
ings and name suitable men for the 
board through delegates who were 
to attend a convention that would 
be held for the nomination of the 
candidates who had received the in- 
dorsement of the people. 

The third move in the effort of 
the school patrons to place the 
schools of Atlanta upon a demo- 
cratic basis was the memorable 
convention that was hed on the 
evening of November 15, when 
thousands of parents and other in- 
terested citizens gathered at the 
Auditorium for the purpose of 
formally naming the men who had 
been chosen by the various school 
meetings of the city. At this time 
four of the candidates that had 
been named by the meetings in the 
school meetings were nominated by 
acclamation—namely, W. H. Terrell, 
of the first and sixth wards, the 
first school district; S. B. Turman, 
of the second and third wards, 
forming the second school district; 
Paul L. Fleming, from the fourth 
and ninth wards, the third school 
district, and Fred E. Winburn, of 
the seventh and tenth wards, the 
fifth school district.” 

A contest, however, developed in 
the fifth and eighth wards, or the 
fourth school district, where Henry 
B. Troutman, the school improvement 
nominee, won by a large majority 
over George F. Eubanks, now a 
member of the board of education, 
and a candidate, despite the conven- 
tion nomination, for a place upon 
the new board.

ADVANCE WATCHED 
BY GEN. PERSHING 


He Has Established 
Headquarters at Treves, 
Which Is Oldest City in 
Germany and Rich in 
Roman Relics. 


With the American Army of Oc- 
cupation, December 
troops crossed the frontier’ into 
Prussia at daylight behind the Ger- 
man rear guards. Treves is the 
most important city thus far occu- 
pied. American troops also are pa- 
trolling scores of villages, however. 
General Pershing is in the im- 
mediate vicinity to observe the op- 
erations. His advance headquarters 
will be established at Treves, where 
yeneral Preston Brown will be mili- 
tary governor and General Harry 
A. Smith in charge of civil affairs. 

The advance today averaged 12 
miles.

GERMANS RETIRE 
IN GOOD ORDER. 

Berlin, December 1.—Three mil- 
lion German troops, a million horses 
and great quantities of baggage, 
withdrawing towards the River 
Rhine from Belgium and northern 
France, are conducting the move- 
ment in an orderly manner, accord- 
ing to a special telegram from 
Dusseldorf, Rhenish Prussia. The 
troops are carrying their own pro- 
visions. 


GERMAN RETREAT 
HARD IN RUSSIA. 


Paris, December 1. German 
troops which have been occupying 
Russian territory are returning to 
Germany under great difficulty, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Copen- 
hagen. One detachment of 1,500 
men marching from Lodz, 75 miles 
southwest of Warsaw, were  at- 
tacked by the Poles and only suc- 
ceeded in reaching the German bor- 
der after undergoing severe hard- 
ships. 

The German army of 500,000 men 
is being forced to march home- 
ward through snow and rain. The 
men cannot use the railroads be- 
cause the Russians returning to 
their own country have taken over 
ail the rolling stock. The Germans 
are pillaging as they pass through

On the Ascanius are the 3438:h, 
475th, 476th, 326th, 371st, 378th, 
S4Ist, 335th, 473d and 832d aero 
squadrons: five officers and fifteen 
men. medical detachment casuals, 
and six unattached Officers. 

On the Canopic are the First Han- 
dley-Page Acceptance park; the 211th, 
282d and 306th aero squadrons: a 
detachment of the Second Handley- 
Page Acceptance park: three officers 
and twelve men, medical casuals, and 
fourteen unattached officers. 

This makes a total of 13,590 of- 
ficers and men now en route home 
from England, representing nearly 


two-thirds of the total number of 
American troops in that country 
when the armistice was signed. The 
remainder are to return home on 
several steamers leaving Liverpool 
this week and next week. 

The Canopic is the first ship to sail 
from England for Boston, the other 
five being en route for New York.

GERMANS PROTES! 
AGAINST ARMISTICE: 


Berne, December 1.—The German 
peace society, at Munich, Bavaria, 
has directed a passionate appeal to 
the Swiss press against the “ter- 
rible (armistice) conditions and their 
injustice to a new Germany which 
has ridded itself of its militaristic 


leaders.” 

The appeal is addressed to “all 
those, in enemy or neutral coun- 
tries, who represent the ideas of 
justice and the right of national 
self-development.” The message 
continues: 

“The most prominent and most 
powerful of those is President Wil- 
son. That he does not content him- 
se]f with the original armistice re- 
quirements, calling for evacuation 
of occupied territories, but has 
agreed to the awful conditions im- 
posed, is grimly portentous' and 
probably will weaken his own in- 
fluencee in the extraordinary peace 
conference. 

“We do not give up hope that he 
will hold to his oft-repeated solemn 
program that he is willing to judge 
the concrete peace peer ee justly, 
and that with the help of pacifically- 
minded circles in allied countries, 
he will be able to accomplish his 
wishes. 

“We appeal principally to the real 
and lasting interests of the victors. 
We repeat to them what we so often 
and so insistently have said to our 
own people during the war. A gen- 
uine peace, the creation of a world- 
wide lasting peace guaranteeing 
order and legality, is only possible 
if no people is Outraged in its vital 
interest in the right of self-deter- 
mination, 

“A Germany -humiliated, torn go 
pieces, damaged and damned to a 
miserable economic existence would 
be just as great a danger to world 
peace as Germany, protected in its 
obvious rights and conditions of 
being. would be a protection for it.”

Unless Congress Passes 
New Revenue Measure 
Before Jan. 1—Commis- 


sioner Roper Appalled. 


Washington, December 1.—The 
dilemma of the internal revenue 


bureau in being compelled to go 
ahead with plans for collecting 
iaxes under the oia revenue law 
because congress has not enacted 
a new measure, wits set forth in 
a letter of Internai Revenue Com- 
missioner Daniel ©. Roper to Sec- 
retary McAdoo, made public today. 

“Despite the confusion which it 
seems at the moment will inevit- 
ably ensue,” wrote Mr. Roper, “I 
feel that it is clearly our duty to 
shape our course for the applica- 
ilon to the current year of the law 
now on the statute books unless 
the existing Jaw is superceded by a 
new law before January 1, 1919. 

Doubts and Uncertainties. 

“| need not remind vou of the 
salutary effect which will be pro- 
duced by a prumpt decision with re- 
spect to the taxation Program. 
Business men and all those who 
must participate in the solution of 
the grave economic problems in- 
cident to the period of reconstruc- 
tion are heset in their calculations 
by doubts and uncertainties. Surely 
the government should not fail to 
dispose quickiv of the impertant 
questions of taxation which vitally 
affects every business and the de- 
termination of which awaits only 
ihe completion of the prescribed 
legislative procedure. 

“Seven months have been con- 
sumed in bringing the revenue bill 
to its present form. All this effort 
will be of no avail unless the bill 
is very speedily enacted into law. 

“Only one month remains betore 
the commencement of the _ period 
preseribed by law for the filing of 
income and excess profits tax re- 
turns. Return forms, instructions 
and regulations must be constructed 
and millions of copies printed and 
distributed through the country. 

“Thousands of internal reverue 
officers and employees must be 
mobilized and intensively drilled so 
that they may go forth properly 
“quipped to disseminate armmepe the 
tax-paying public correct informa- 
tion as to tax procedure. 

Present Law Complex. 


“The law now in effect un- 
necessarily complex,” and contains 
provisions which conflict with 
other provisions or are otherwise 
incapable of satisfactory adminis- 
tration. 

“During the past year by the ex- 
ercise of a wide degrée of adminis- 
trative discretion it has been pos- 
<ible to bridge the gap created by 
the inadequacy of the present law, 
but it must be recognized that the 
satisfactory results of last years 
administration were made possible 
in no small way by the patriotic 
spirit of accommodation of the peo- 
ple. This attitude was induced by 
war emergencies and by the same 
feeling of assurance I have’ pos- 
sessed that the act of October 3, 
1917, would not remain in force an- 
other year, but would be super- 
ceded by a new law enibodying ade- 
quate and intelligible taxing pro- 
visions and authority tor reasonably 
flexible administration. 

“Toward this end I have 
ored consistently to guide the tax 
administration of the last year. But 
now, with the time for taking ac- 
~tion already at hand, I am appalled 
bv the necessity of proceeding in 
accordance with the existing rev- 
enue law.”

Wouldn’t Keep Off Trains, 

Seth Mabry was agent for the 
Central at Eufaula when Mr. Ram- 
sey got his first railroad job and 
it is said as a youngster Mr. Ram- 
sey made himself at home in the 
railroad yard at Eufaula, hopping 
on and off engines and trains at 
will. He seemed to have a particu- 
lar fondness for hanging around en- 
gines and finally Mr. Mabry, who is 
still agent for the Central at Eu- 
faula, gave him a job as a messen- 
ger. Mr. Ramsey was then about 
12 years old and he proved so en- 
ergetic he rose rapidly. At odd 
times and at night he studied and 
never lost an opportunity for im- 
proving himself for his chosen 
work. 

He was particularly interested in 
the big terminal improvement in 
Macon, which was completed while 
he was superintendent of the Macon 
and Chattanooga _ divisions. Mr. 
Ramsey had the distinction of serv- 
ing as chairman of the board of 
control. of the Terminal _ station, 
holding the office two years, The 
station opened December 1, 916, 
and those in close touch with Mr. 
Ramsey say he felt about the sta- 
tion very much as a man would in 
seeing his fondest dream made a 
reality. 

Typical Self-Made Man. 

Rising from the lowest job to one 
of the most important and responsi- 
ble positions on one of the largest 
railroad systems in the south, Mr. 
Ramsev’'s life as a railroad man is 
a real example of a self-made man 
He learned the railroad game from 
the very beginning and his knowl- 
edge of the hardships men filling 
the less important places undergo is 
said to have enabled him to get the 
fellow’s point of view in the 
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CENTRAL RAIL HEAD : 


ft sta time to time and enabled him 
to stay in close touch with all the 
men under him. It is said of Mr. 
Ramsey that he was a humane rail- 
road official. He was regarded by 
the higher officials as one of the 
most capable men in the employ of 
the Central. and his rise has been 
peinted to many times as what is 
possible when a man attends to busi- 


ness. 

While his stay in some cities to 
which he was sent as an Official of 
the Central of Georgia was not long, 
he made friends rapidly wherever he 
was located and as a result Mr. 
Ramsey was. known throughout 
Georgia and Alabama and his death 
will be learned with genuine regret 
in railroad circles. Most of his rail- 
road career was in Macon, first as a 
clerk in the office of the superin- 
tendent of the southwestern division, 
later as chief clerk to. the train- 
master of the same division, again 
as chief dispatcher. a year later as 
general vardmaster, then trainmas- 
ter. returning here from Savannah 
to become terminal trainmaster. Six 
weeks after assuming this position 
he was promoted to the office of 
superintendent of the Columbus di- 
vision and moved to Columbus. 
where he resided until 3323.

Major W. D. Straight, 
Financier and Diplomat, 
Passes Into Unknown 


Paris, December 1.—Major Wil- 
lard D. Siraight, financier and dip- 
lomat, of New York, who several 
days ago was stricken with pneu- 
monia, died during the night. - Ma- 
Jor Straight had been detailed at 
the request of Colonel FE. M. House 
to take up duties with the House 
mission as soon as hostilities ceased. 
The major had cominenced work 
several days before he fell ill. 


Son of an American missionary 
Japan, Willard Dickerman 
Straight’s career was one of the 
most interesting and remarkable of 
any youne American of this genera- 
tion. Typically American, brilliant 
in initiative. a natural dinlomat, he 
rose to an important position as a 
financier when little -more than 
thirty years of age. A master of 
Chinese and Japanese politics and 
culture he became the right hand 
man of grreat American bankers and 
was the renresentative in the Far 
Fast in 1909, when, with British, 
French and other European finan- 
ciers they undertook to syndicate 
a loan of $27,500,000 to China. This 
loan so far as American hankers 
were concerned subsequenily§ fell 
through by the withdrawal of sup- 
port hy the Washington government. 
Willard 1D. Straight was borr in 
Oswego. N. Y., January 31, 1880. Two 
veors after his graduation from Cor- 
nell in 1991 he went to China and 
entered the service of the Chinese 
imperial maritimes customs. 

In 1904 when the Russo-Jananese 
war started, Straight resigned his 
post, and, with the view of broaden- 
ing his knowledge of eastern af- 
fairs, went to Manchuria as corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press. 
Farly in 1995, as a result of illness 
he was ordered home. After re- 
covering his health Mr. Straicht 
was apnointed vice consul! general at 
Seoul, Korea. and the next vear re- 
ceived his credentia's as American 
consul general et Mukden, where 
he remained vntil 1908. 

In 1911 Mr. Streizht married Miss 
Dorethvy Payne Whitrev, daughter 
of the late William Whitnev, sec- 
retary of the navv in the cabinet 
of President Cleveland, end one of 
America’s wealthiest voung women. 

Mr. Straight became, in time, vice 
president of the International cor- 
poration and a director in a dozen 
or more enterprises. He was a fel- 
low of the Roval Geographic Soctetv 
af London, a trustee of Cornel? uni- 
versitv and a member of nnmerous 
elnhs in New York ond Twoondon.

(A) I wish it understood that I 
have no ?ll will toward a single 
Catholic in the world. In my con- 
tention, IT am not actuated by any 
unkind feelings toward individuals. 

shall not think of individuals in 
all that I set forth except as they 
embody and endorse the principles 
of the Roman autocracy. 


There are thousands of earnest, 
sincere and devout Catholics who 
are living up to the best light they 
have. Under the rules of their 
Church they are forbidden the op- 
portunity to avail themselves of 
further light. To do so would con- 
stitute a sin on their part. They 
are not to be harshly judged on 
this account because early training 
determined their whole relationship 
to priestly authority. 

(B) We are not concerned in this 
present address with the theolog- 
ical difference between us. It may 
be that I will attend to that on 
some other occasion. We accord to 
every man the same right that we 
hold for ourselves, namely, to wor- 
ship God according to the dictates 


‘of our own conscience.

(C) It is not our purpose to hin- 
der or destroy in the least a move- 
ment that has as its aim the bet- 
terment of the Public Schools of our 
city. We are in sympathy with the 
effort to give the school children 
of Atlanta and the school teachers 
of Atlanta the best that can be ob- 
tained. 


The movement toward democracy 
in the Public Schools is in perfect 
accord with the world movement 
of the present nour, The .citizen- 
ship of Atlanta are to have a direct 
relationship to the Public School 
and will determine its future poli- 
cies, 

The day has past and gone when 
Atlanta can deal with her school 
problem as a crosa-roads country 
school house. We are rapidly ap- 
proaching the time when Atlanta 
must vdte a $6,000,000 Bond Issue 
to improve schooijs and streets.

(D) The Roman Catholic Church 
has always been an enemy to the 
Public School system in all coun- 
tries.

In 
twelve of the largest American cit- 
ies over 70 per cent of the Public 
— teachers are Roman Catho- 
ics. 


(E) The perpetuity of our repub- 
lican form of government and its 
institutions such as religious liber- 
ty, freedom of the press, freedom of 
speech, the separation of Church 
and State and‘the maintenance of 
the Public Schoois cannot be trust- 
ed into the hands of those who have 
sworn allegiance to the worst au- 


, tocracy on earth today.

(F) Parochial schools have proven 
a failure in every land and country. 
The ideals of the parochial school 
are in direct opposition to those 
ideals expressed in the Constitution 
of the greatest government on 
earth, U. S. A. :

THINGS THAT GROW ON THE 
EYES, 

A small yellowish elevation often 
forms on the eyeball between the 
lids and near the inner margin of 
the cornea at the inner angle of the 
lids. 1f the eyes are much irritated 
by dust or smoke or heat this tri- 
fling elevation increases in size and 
perhaps overlaps the cornea so that 
it covers. part of the iris (the col- 
ored ring around the black pupil), 
even enough to cause some disturb- 
ance of vision. It is easily removed 
a simple operation performed 
under a local anesthetic. 

Skin cancer (epithelioma) has a 
predilection for the cheek, the wing 
of the nose, and the eyelids. Any 
trifling wart or nodule of this area 
may ultimately become irritated and 
increase in size, bleeding from fre- 
quent slight injuries, and presently 
change into cancer. X-ray or ra- 
dium treatment may succeed early 
in the course of the growth, but if 
neglected for a considerable time 
only surgical removal, followed by 
X-ray treatments, can be safely 
tried. 

A round, hard swelling the size of 
a small pea sometimes appears in

infection. This is known 
as chalazion, and it is a cyst of one 
of the glands that secrete lubricant 
for the eyelashes. It requires re- 
moval by operation, which can be 
done under cocaine.
